DISTURBANCE IN a MISSIONARY 
CHAPEL AT OANTON. 


(Hrom a Correspondent.) 
Canton, August 23, 

Word hss just como to hand that to-day 
between tho hour of 1 and 2 pm, & 
number of Chinese beat upon mischief en- 
torod one of the chapels of the American 
Board Mission, and as scon as the preacher 
(began to speak, commenced to yilify the 
native Christians, and to declare that the 
Black Flag chieftain bad conquered tho 
sevéa Groat Powers of the world, that 
Japan was beaten by the Chincae, and that 
any Ohioese who killed a foreigner would 
receive $2.00. Theso and other lies 
wore oponly and stautly defended. The 
preacher, sceing that nothing but a 
taumalt was raised, ceased speaking, and 
after his retirement the mob commenced to 
@estroy the furnitare of the room. The 
damage done ia not graat, but the query 
arises—~how long will the Foreign Powers 
allow China to deal with foreigners and 
their property ia this way? This may be 
ouly a commencement of what is to fol- 
low, for lies fabricated wholesale are con- 
tinaally circulited in our midst, and our 
Chinese’ authoritios eit mutely by and do 
nothing until the rischtef has been done. We 
used to have on cccasional visit of a Bri- 
tish, German or American gun-boat, but 
now are left to tho mercy of the Chinese. I 
suppose that if a dozen or more persons wore 
to be sacrificed by a Chinese mub, our Gov- 
ernmonls would then movo in tho matter, 
but that woald not bo any botter than the 
Chinese soldiers, who always eppear after 
the tronblo isuver. We are not particularly 
afraid of boing killed, though our heads 
soom to be worth so much a8 $2, Still, who 
isable to tell what the Chinese will do whan 
the Government is so slow to do its duty 
towards us? A chapel or two destroyed 
may seem hardly worthy of notico, but 
supposing our Consulates were. destroyed 7 
A missionary’s life may bo worth only 
$2, but supposing a mob would take 
the life of a Oongul?.. What then? 
Would oue Government atill linger aud 
halt.as to what they should do? Very 
little has appeared in the newspapers 
as to the feeling of the Canton community, 
but Jet mo assure you that it is very doep 
and cries out for justice to bo administered 
to evory vacillating, dilatory, guilly Chineso 
official, We propose to go forward in the 
path of duty, but we would urge the 
powers that be, that as long as we keep 
within Tresty rights we have a claim to the 
protection of life and property.

FIGHTING IN FORMOSA.. 
INSURGENTS ROUTED AND FORTIFICATIONS 
CAPTURED. 

Tho following telegram has been received 
at headquarters from Governor-General 
Kabayama under date Taipeh the 9th inst: 
— The Bodyguard Division commenced 
yesterday, the 8th inst., to rout the in- 
surgents lying about Slinchikn, At5a.m, 
the Right Columu under the command of 
Mojor-General Kaeamura attacked Chin- 
to-san and Gyo bu-san, about one ri 
south-weat of Shiuchiku, and the Left Co- 
lumn under the command vi Colonal 
Naito attacked the iveurgonts at Koi-ran- 
mon, about one risonth-east of Shinchiku, 
The Reserva Column coming up between 
the two others and the Yumane Flying Co- 
lumn marching from Hoku-ho, both 
attacked the right flank of the insurgents, 
and by 7 o'clock the Division had taken 
the great majority of the forts on the 
mountsin, Two men-of-war of cur 
Squadron came up and their bom- 
bardmont terrifed the insurgents, 
Afcer defeating thy enemy at Kei-ron- 
men, Obin-to-san, and Gyu-ho-san, {hoe 
Division pursued them, and reaching hi:h 
land east of Ko-san at 11 o'clock, they en- 
camped for the night. The Chinese pri- 
suners say ‘thera were 3,000 insurgents. 
Guns and other munitions were captured. 
Un the 9th at 5 a.m. the Division attacked 
Sen-hitsuson, but the insurgents, who had 
loat courage sinee the previous day, made 
but very’ feeble resistance, and the moun- 
tain*:was obmpletely taken at 8 o'clock, 
The main body of the Division arrived at 
Ohiu-ko at 12 o'clock and encamped there,

. CHINA’S LOANS.

China’s borrowings still form a aubject 
of some considerable interest. Under the 
guarantes of the Russian Government the 
loan-for sixteon milliona sterling has been 
roadily taken in France. The question as 
to how the money wonli be handed over to 
Japan has uaturolly excited interest, Ten 
days ago ib was currently reported that 
seven millions of the amount would be 
remitted to Japan in silver, and the silver 
market was disposed to bo very firm on 
thervmoar. It has sow come somowhat 
as a surprise to London to learn that the 
whole guin is to bs handod over hero. We 
understand that-the Japanese Government 
b46 intimated to the Chineso anthorities its 
desire that the amount ‘of the warindom- 
nity shall be paid over to ita orders in 
‘London. The proceeds of the loan aro to 
be handed to the: Bank of England by the 
Rasaisn Government, and will enbsequently 
he pluced at the disposal of the Japaness 
Govornment, Chive thos bearing no direst 
part, though wo presume it will obtaina 
receipt for whotover is handed over. We 
can quite understand thub neither Rossia 
nor France particalarly favours thia method 
of proceeding. They rigidly excluded not 
only Germany, but Great Britain from 
participating in the mattur, and now have 
to hand it to tho latter, as it were. Itia 
anticipated also that io Great Britain o 
considerable portion of iba sum will ha 
spout, though some amount, we- take it, 
will go to the Bast insilvor, Jay n will, 
of course, requiro much in the way of 
vessels and war material, not only to make

THE LATE MR BRACKENBURY. 

+An inquest was held at the Britiah Navel 
Hospital at Yokohama on the 13th inst: on 
the body of Bonnet Hmra Brackenbury, by 
Mears D, 
McLaren, B. T. Nicholds, and W. Tucker 
were empinoelled asa jury. 

The ‘boy’ of the moss to which de- 
ceased belonged gare evidence as to his 
master’s return home on the 9th, the subse- 
quent report of a pistol, and finding thst 
ecoased had shot himself, 

, Herbert Pinckney said he met the ‘boy’ 
just outside the Club. was told what had 
occurred, and hastened to the house. He 
could not say whether Mr Brackenbury 
was conscious when he arrived; he had 
seemed much ae usual at tiffio, 

C. D. Moss described tho position in 
which he found Mr Brackenbury, said be 
took possession of the pistol and cartridges 
(produced), and awaited the arrival of the 
Doctor. 

Dr Wheoler deposed to probing tho bullet 
wound in the right temple and tracing the 
bullet backwards and inwards penotrating 
the brain. Mr Brackenbury spoke a few 
words in a dazed kind of way, in answer to 
questions, about six o'clock. ‘There was 
no paralysis present, An hour and a half 
afterwards, when I was at dioner, he got 
up, pushed the Japanese boy aside and 
walked tothe door. I-took him by the| 
arm and told him he was not well enough 
to come to dinner, and led him to the bed, 
and he went there very quietly. ‘That 
evening about 9 o’clock I arranged with 
Dr Todd for him to come into the Naval 
Hospital, as be could not he properly at- 
tended to at * The Niche,”’ 

Dr Todd also spoke of probing tho wouud 
to a depth of three inches without finding 
the bullet. Mr Brackenbury was admitted 
to the Hospital st 9.30 a... on Saturday, 
and after consultation the akull was trephin- 
ed above the wound ond four fragments of 
bone extracted from the brain. The patient 
rallied very well after the operation. Tho 
extraction of the bullet was almost hopo- 
less ; this was done to relieve the pressure. 
He beo.me much worse on Monday after- 
noon and died at 4.30 on Tucaday morn- 
ivg. ‘A post-mortam examination was 
performed st 11 a.m, to-day by myadlf, 
with the assistanco of Drs Wheoler and 
O'Regan, We found that the bullet and 
passed complotely through the brain and 
was found in the left lobo of the cerebrum, 
and was the ondoubted causa of death, A 
phiat of laudanum, contsining about two 
drachms, was found in ono of deconsed’s 
pockets.’ : ‘ 

No futher ovidence wan tendered, and 
the jury returned a verdict that tho de- 
cearsd died from the effects of a bullet 
wound inflicted by himself while ino atate 
temporary insanity, 

The Acting Coroner called attention to 
tho edmirable conduct of the Japanese 
po'ice on the occasion.

Brackenbury were interred in the Yoko- 
hama Cemetery at 7 a.m, on the 14th inst,

THE RAVENNA-CHISHIMA

4 DECISION FOR IHS P. AND O. “COMPANY. 

Before the Judiciat Commiltes of the 
Privy Council (Present—Lord Wateon, 
Lord Macnaghten, and Sir Richard Qouch), 
the appeat from aa order of Her Britannic 
Moj-sty’s Supreme Court for China and 
Japan, of April 23, 1894, reversing a deci- 
sion of the Court for Japan, was decided 


on 20th July, when judgment was given 
for the P,and O, ‘The Attorney-General 
(Sir Richard Webster, Q.0.), Mr Finlay, 
Q.0., Me BE. H, Pollard, and Mr J. W, 
M'Carthy woro counsel for the appellants; 
the respondents did not anter appearance 
on tho appeal, Tho sano forthe appellanta 
waa argued in Moy Inst, 

Lord Macnaghten, in delivering their 
Lordships’ judgment, anid, on Nov. 30, 
1892, a collision occurred between the 
Ch shina, an Imperial Japanese cruiser, 
and the Ravcang, # steamship belonglog to 
the appellants, Tbe Chishima sank im- 
mediately with groat loss of life. On Nov. 
29, 1893, s suit was commenced against the 
appellauts by patition in Hor. Mojesty’s 
Court for Jupan on bahalf of sixty-two 
different porsons, or groups of porsons, who 
were all j-ined as co-plaintifis, The peti- 
tion alleged that the disaster ‘was caused 
solely by the negligence of the servants of 
the appellants, And each of the perrons 
who together constituted the "plaintiffs 
claimed to roprosent sonio one of the soa- 
tgen who were drowned aud to be entilled 
separately to damages for the injury 
resulting from his death. On being 

ved with the .pstition. the sppellints 
applied that the suit should be dismimed 
with costs, on the ground that distiuot 
causes of antivn were improperly joiusd.
